Holland, indeed, approximates the Aristo- 
tellan dream of a good society. Her rich 
men are public spirited and never ostenta- 
tious. She has very Httle poverty. Her 
political leaders are educated men, and 
learning is much more respected in Holland 
than riches. The virtues of her people are 
somewhat puritan, liberated by her great 
tradition of free thought. 
Although’ in the last war, the sympathies

Belgium and France 
will defend her.

But the Hollanders do not want their 
country to be made into a attleground. 
They do not want to flood the land they 


have drained, or spill the blood of their} 


youth, or have their beautiful towns, their 
lovely public beaches, their handsome 
housing complexes for workers, their un- 
paralleled museums destroyed—along with 
their women and children—from the ‘air. 
The Hollanders are a mature nation. They 
belleve that war and conquest are supreme- 
ly idfotic.

Unemployment is now very low in 
metal goods manufacture for munition.

The rate in the engineering and mo- 
tor-vehicle manufacture is not much 
above 2%. in the coal mining, agri- 
culture and a number of textile trades 
there has been a very substantial de-

_In north Hupeh, more than 20,000 Japanese push- 
‘ing northward from Suihsien are facing the dan- 
ger of being cut off from their base of opera- 
tions, as a strong Chinese force has made its

Bitter fighting has been raging along 
the Slang-Hwayuan ~highway ir he 
past two days. Using more than 40 
tanks and armoured cars as spearhead, 
some 5,000 Japanese have launched a 
vigorous attack. The two opposing 
forces are now pitted against each 
other at Lishan, northwest of Suihsian, 
and Chwantien and Antien, west of 
Suthsien. : 


Supporting the Japanese drives in |: 


north Hupeh, enemy forces at Chung- 
siang and Yangtzuchen in central 
Hupeh started a northward push in 
three columns on: May 1. One column 
has been badly beaten near Chang- 
shoutien, about 16 miles north of 
Chungsiang. A second column is be- 
ing held at bay at Fungloho, north- 
west of Changshoutien, while a third 
column thrusting ‘ at Changchiachin, 
northeast of Changshoutien, has suffer- 
ed a serious reverse. :

To threaten the Japanese rear strong 
Chinese ‘units are developing an en-

The Japanese in south Honan are 
continuously calling in reinforcements 
to replenish their heavy losses, With 
theix numbers iricreased to over 10,000, 
the invaders. at Siaolingtien, near 
Tungpeh, launched another “big push” 
during the week-end. The Chinese 
put up stiff resistance and recaptured 
Sishangho, immeuiately west of Sin~ 
yang, thereby cutting the 
way of retreat. 

At the Tsinyang sector, 32 miles 
north of Tungpeh, the Chinese and 
Japanese forces are battling in the 
vicinity of Huangkang. Shihkuanho, 
east of Tsinyang, has been reoccupied 
by the Chinese.. Heavy Chinese pres- 
sure is exerted upon the Japanese rear. 

LINGYANG RETAKEN

Even though the clubhead. is 
travelling at a pace of 140 feet a 
second in the above. illustration, 
the adjustment of the clubface at 
impact is as precise as one might 
make it in slow motion tempo. 
Only the natural loft of the club- 

- face is utilized in this particular 
stroke, a method long recommend-~ 
ed by the particular golfer por- 
trayed above, Bobby Jones. Golf 
_clubs are so designed.that. thes~ 
face will raise the ball when con- 
tact is made in the normal posi- 
tion.. Too many times the aver- 
age golfer tties'to help by his 
‘mechanical . manipulation- ‘of the 
club and only botches the effort. 
Give the clubhead a chance to do 
its own job and the result will-be 
much more satisfactory. It will 
be difficult to duplicate the effort 
above as‘ far as aecuracy goes but 
duplication will be that much 
easier if the swing is made as sim~ 
plified as possible. 

The dotted clubheads represent 
actual: photographs -of the. down- 
stroke. at intervals of. one-one 
hundredth of a second each. The 
force of the blow opens the club- 
head slightly at impact but by 
the time thi§ happens the ball has 
already been - dispatched on its 
way. In the average golfer’s game 
the toe of the club is pointed much 
further back’ just- after impact 
than is the case here.’ The reme- 
‘dy is to keep a firm grip on the 
club at all times.
